Just recently, Professor Mark 
Kramer, professor of internal 
medicine at the Vrije Univer- 
siteit of Amsterdam, presented 
a very positive report to the 
Aruba Dr. Horacio E. Oduber 
Hospital.

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Ar¬ 
gentina's Jorge Mario Ber¬ 
goglio was elected Pope 
Francis I yesterday, becoming 
the first Latin American pontiff 
in a surprise decision that 
raised the prospect of a more 
open Catholic Church. 

The 76-year-old moderate 
emerged smiling on to the bal¬ 
cony of St Peter's Basilica to 
the cry of "Habemus Papam!" 
("We Have a Pope!"), as tens 
of thousands of pilgrims 
cheered, cried and applauded. 

Francis called for "brother¬ 
hood" among the Church's 1.2 
billion Catholics and prayed 
the Hail Mary together with 
the crowd in St Peter's Square. 

He said he felt as if cardi¬ 
nals had gone to "the other end 
of the world" to find him — and 
across the Atlantic Ocean in 
Buenos Aires celebrations 
erupted. 

Francis also publicly 
thanked his predecessor Bene¬ 
dict XVI, who shocked the 
world by resigning last month 
in a move unseen for seven 
centuries. 

The historic election after 
85-year-old Benedict's abrupt 
resignation last month was 
being followed around the 
world on live television as well 
as through social media and 
smartphone apps — this is the 
first ever tweeted conclave. 

Latin America has the high¬ 
est number of Catholics in the 
world and there had been 
growing calls for the new pope 
to come from the southern 
hemisphere for the first time 
but Bergoglio was never con¬ 
sidered one of the frontrun¬ 
ners. 

The new pope is seen as 
austere and media-shy. He is 
believed to have been the run¬ 
ner-up at the conclave in 2005 
that elected Benedict — al¬ 
though details of the delibera¬ 
tions are secret. 

White smoke earlier bil¬ 
lowed from the chimney on the 


Sistine Chapel and the bells of 
St Peter's Basilica rang out, 
signalling the election had 
taken place after five rounds of 
voting — one more than when 
Benedict was elected. 

Bergoglio is the first Jesuit 
to become pope. 

The Argentinian of Italian 
descent, who is the 266th pope 
in the Catholic Church's 2,000- 
year history, retired to a cham¬ 
ber known as the "Room of 
Tears" immediately after the 
nomination to don his white 
papal vestments and then 
prayed in the Pauline Chapel. 


Bells pealed in churches 
across Italy to celebrate the an¬ 
nouncement and residents of 
Rome raced to the floodlit 
17th-century Vatican plaza, 
running out of their homes and 
cafes to reach the square in 
time. 

Cardinals have been locked 
up behind the Vatican walls 
and cut off from the outside 
world since Tuesday, meeting 
in a sublime Renaissance 
chapel swept for recording de¬ 
vices and installed with scram¬ 
blers to prevent any com¬ 
munication.

The agricultural depart¬ 
ment of Santa Rosa is donating 
the endemic, fruit bearing 
plants, and there is a call for 
sponsors and volunteers for the 
program to help plant them at 
ten schools that have been se¬ 
lected for the pilot program. 

Students will learn the re¬ 
sponsibility of caring for the 
young trees, seeing them flour¬ 
ish, and the reward of harvest¬ 
ing the fruit. The program has 
already begun with the Mar¬ 
riott Care planting at Fatima 
school, as well as executing re¬ 
pairs and painting of the facil¬ 
ity. 

Vanessa Rasmussen of the 
AHATA Environmental Com¬ 
mittee expressed the associa¬ 
tion's staunch support of the 
program, declaring they have 
already "adopted" the primary 
schools of Macuarima and 
Laura Wernet Paskel. She 
urges companies and resorts to 
join them in sponsoring the 
program and lending volun¬ 
teers. 

Natalie Wolff of Serlimar 


announced the waste manage¬ 
ment company will also work 
with the schools during the 
program, contributing large 
waste disposal containers on 
the days when the school yards 
will be cleaned up and the 
planting takes place. She said 
they are also developing a plan 
to leave recycling waste con¬ 
tainers for glass, plastic and 
paper products at the schools, 
to continue educating island 
youth on the importance of 
protecting and preserving the 
environment. 


Urvin Leest, founder of 
Aruba Conciente, is dedicated 
to teaching soil preserving and 
unique and organic methods of 
planting crops. He is a staunch 
advocate of islanders beco¬ 
ming self-sustaining by gro¬ 
wing their own fresh fruits and 
vegetables. He will be con¬ 
ducting workshops with the 
schoolchildren regarding or¬ 
ganic agriculture, including 
teaching them how to make 
compost heaps out of the dried 
up leaves and plants.

Late-winter snowstorm batters Europe; causes widespread travel chaos 


A heavy late-winter snow¬ 
storm has battered northwest¬ 
ern Europe, causing wide¬ 
spread travel chaos with the 
cancellation of hundreds of 
flights at main airports and the 
suspension of train services in¬ 
cluding Eurostar. 

The unseasonable snowfall 

- coming only eight days be¬ 
fore the official start of spring 

- also knocked out power to 
thousands of people in France 
and left hundreds of motorists 
stranded in their cars. 

France was the worst af¬ 
fected but Germany, Britain, 
Belgium and the Netherlands 


also reported major disrup¬ 
tions. 

Frankfurt Airport, Europe’s 
third-busiest hub, had re¬ 
opened two runways by late 
Tuesday after briefly forced to 
completely close due to the 
heavy snow. 

Paris’s two main airports, 
Charles de Gaulle and Orly, 
said they had cancelled up to a 
quarter of flights and the 
nearby Beauvais airport, ser¬ 
ving mainly low-cost airlines, 
cancelled all flights. 

The Eurostar train between 
London and Paris, the Thalys 
line between Paris and Brus¬ 


sels and all other high-speed 
train lines in northern France 
were suspended Tuesday. 

Two northern French re¬ 
gions, Calvados and Manche, 
were under a ’’red alert” urging 
residents to stay indoors — the 
first time such an alert was ac¬ 
tivated because of snow. 

Weather service Meteo 
France described the snowfall 
as ’’remarkable for the season.” 

More than 2,000 people 
were stranded in their cars as 
heavy snow paralysed roads in 
Normandy and Brittany, with 
many spending the night in 
emergency shelters. 


About 80,000 homes in the 
north and northwest of France 
were without power, following 
snowfalls of up to 30 centime¬ 
ters and winds creating metre- 
high snowdrifts. Schools in 
some northern regions were 
closed. 

A traffic accident near 
Lille injured 14 people and a 
58-year-old homeless man was 
found dead, presumably from 
the cold, outside a building in 
the town of Saint-Brieuc in 
Brittany. 

Hundreds of people around 
Britain were also stuck in their 
car, some for more than 10 


hours as ice, snow and freezing 
winds descended on southeast¬ 
ern England. 

Police, rescue services, 
snow ploughs and gritting lor¬ 
ries battled to help the mo¬ 
torists in temperatures as low 
as minus 3 degrees Celsius (26 
degrees Fahrenheit), with 
some areas under 10 centime¬ 
tres of snow. 

A mass pile-up in the west¬ 
ern German state of Hesse in¬ 
volving at least 100 vehicles 
injured several dozen. The 
crash was apparently caused 
by heavy snowfall and icy 
roads.

Dutch thriller pioneers 
smartphone 'second 
screens' in cinema 


Anglican leader, Obama wish new 
pope 'every blessing' 


AMSTERDAM (AFP) - Dutch 
thriller "APP," about a myste¬ 
rious personal assistant appli¬ 
cation that takes over mobile 
phones, requires viewers for 
the first time to look at their 
smartphones in the cinema to 
view extra footage. 

In the film, nefarious app 
"Iris" — which happens to be 
the name of the personal assis¬ 
tant found on Apple's iPhone, 
Siri, written backwards — takes 
control of the smartphone of 
the heroine, 21-year-old psy¬ 
chology student Anna. 

"We wanted to make a film 
about mobile phones, about 
how the technology can turn 
on us," Edvard van't Wout of 
production company 2CFilm 
told AFP at a press viewing 
yesterday. 

Van't Wout says this is the 
first time that such "second 
screen" technology has been 
used in a cinema. 

The film begins with a pa¬ 
rody of the typical request 
from cinemas and asks viewers 
to "kindly to turn on their mo¬ 
bile phones". 

Similar technology has 
however been used in films to 
be viewed at home. 

The idea behind "APP" is 
simple: viewers download ap¬ 
plication software to their 
smartphones or tablets and ac¬ 
tivate it in the cinema. 

Film content within the app 
is activated at specific points in 
the film thanks to inaudible 
signals in the soundtrack. 

Viewers see silent plot ele¬ 
ments appear on their smart¬ 
phones: text messages between 
the film's heroine and her best 
friend, a newspaper story 
about a suicide on the big 
screen or what the heroine her¬ 
self is seeing on her phone. 

The thriller, rated for 12- 
year-olds and over, can be 
watched without a second 


screen, but "you lose out," di¬ 
rector Bobby Boermans told 
AFP 

Boermans says creating the 
film was a bit like "having to 
write two scripts." 

Some shots in the film were 
deliberately lengthened in edi¬ 
ting to allow viewers time to 
digest the small-screen infor¬ 
mation before turning back to 
the big screen. 

The film is due out in the 
Netherlands on April 4 and is 
set to be dubbed into English 
for foreign release. 

Court upholds 
for Guatemala' 

GUATEMAFA 
CITY (AFP) - 
Guatemala's 
highest court 
has rejected 
an amnesty 
appeal by 
former dic¬ 
tator Efrain 
Rios Montt, 
who faces 
charges of 1 
genocide in 
the deaths of 
thousands of 
digenous people dur¬ 
ing his regime in the 1980s, 
sources said yesterday. 

The sources said that the 
country's highest court, the 
Court of Constitutionality, re¬ 
jected Rios Montt's legal bid to 
have the court case against him 
thrown out. 

In doing so, it "upholds an 
earlier ruling by country's 
Supreme Court" which already 
had rejected his amnesty ap¬ 
peal, according to the source, 
one of the litigants in the case, 
which said the high court rul¬ 
ing was issued Tuesday.

FONDON (AFP) - Justin 
Welby, leader of the world's 
Anglicans, yesterday wished 
"every blessing" to the newly 
elected Pope Francis I of Ar¬ 
gentina and said he looked for¬

Obama's vice president, Joe 
Biden, is a Catholic. A White 
House official told AFP that he 
would go to Rome to represent 
the United States at Francis I's 
inaugural mass on Tuesday 
next week. 

Around a quarter of Ameri¬ 
cans are Roman Catholics — 
around 80 million people, the 
fourth largest national group in 
the global Church. 

Obama and his family are 
Protestant Christians, sharing 
the faith of about half of US 
citizens, but he has visited the 
Vatican, where he met former 
pope Benedict XVI in July 
2009. 

His administration and the 
Church have not always seen 
eye-to-eye, however, and he 
has been criticized by bishops 
opposed to health care laws 
that would force Catholic or¬ 
ganizations to fund employee 
cover for contraception.

Police detain child 
'bombers' in Pakistan 


QUETTA (AFP) - Pakistani 
police have arrested around a 
dozen children, some as young 
as 10, suspected of being used 
to plant bombs for separatist 
militants, officers said. 

A Baluch militant organisa¬ 
tion had lured the children, 
who came from poor families, 
to leave packages containing 
home-made bombs in markets, 
dustbins and on routes used by 
police and security forces, local 
police chief Mir Zubair Mah- 
mood said 

Mahmood said the militants 
chose the youngsters knowing 
that police would not suspect 
small children or garbage col¬ 
lectors. 

"Some of the children said 
they did not know what the 
packets contained and what they 
are doing," he said. "They said 
they were happy they would get 
a small amount of money for 


dropping the packets." 

Some of the boys, aged be¬ 
tween 10 and 17, have con¬ 
fessed to involvement in about 
a dozen blasts in the city in¬ 
cluding a bombing near a vehi¬ 
cle of the paramilitary Frontier 
Corps (FC), he said. 

The January 10 bomb blast 
killed two FC soldiers and nine 
civilians. 

Baluchistan has been hit by 
an insurgency in recent years 
by Baluch nationalists demand¬ 
ing political autonomy and a 
greater share of profits from the 
province's wealth of natural oil, 
gas and mineral resources. 

The province has also been 
the focus of rising sectarian vi¬ 
olence and Quetta has been hit 
by two huge bombings this 
year targeting minority Shiite 
Muslims that have killed nearly 
200 people. 


Germany bans three 
Islamist Salaflst groups 


BERFIN (AFP) - Germany 
said on Wednesday it had 
banned three Islamist Salafist 
groups which officials said 
aimed to sweep aside democ¬ 
racy and set up a system based 
on Sharia Islamic law. 

The interior ministry said 
the bans, which come amid 
stepped-up observation of the 
Salafist community in Ger¬ 
many, took effect early 
Wednesday in the western 
states of Hesse and North 
Rhine-Westphalia. 

The targeted organisations 
are "DawaFFM" and "Islamis- 
che Audios", as well as "An- 
Nussrah", which is part of the 
"Millatu Ibrahim" group that 
was already banned in June, a 
ministry statement said. 



Searches were carried out at 
the homes of 20 people and 
property was seized, it added. 

Interior Minister Hans-Peter 
Friedrich said the groups were 
seeking in an "aggressive mil¬ 
itant" way to change society 
"in which democracy is to be 
replaced by a Salafist system 
and the rule of law by Sharia". 

At the time of the "Millatu 
Ibrahim" network ban, hun¬ 
dreds of police raided more 
than 70 homes, schools and 
mosques across the country in 
a clamp-down on what one of¬ 
ficial described as "dangerous 
extremists". 

German authorities esti¬ 
mate that there are about 4,500 
Salafists in the country. 

They espouse an austere 
form of Sunni Islam but offi¬ 
cials in Germany accuse them 
of also condoning violence 
against state institutions. 

The Salafists raised concern 
last year with their drive to 
convert non-Muslims, a cam¬ 
paign that involved handing 
out 25 million copies of the 
Koran in Germany, Austria 
and Switzerland.

Only at 
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Returning jihadists prompt Dutch 
to raise terror threat 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
authorities on Wednesday 
raised the threat of a terror at¬ 
tack to "substantial", saying 
the increased risk stemmed 
mainly from radicalised ji¬ 
hadists returning from fighting 
in the Middle East, specifically 
Syria. 

"The number of those ji¬ 
hadists travelling from the 
Netherlands to Syria has rap¬ 
idly increased," the National 
Counterterrorist and Safety 
Coordinator (NCTV) said in a 
statement. 

"There is a risk that those 
who travel for jihad pick up 
experience in conflict areas 
and upon return to the Nether¬ 
lands form a threat because 
they could come back radi¬ 
calised, traumatised and will¬ 
ing to commit violence," the 
government's anti-terror body 
said. 

The threat of an attack 
against the Netherlands or its 


overseas interests has grown. 

The Netherlands has four 
threat levels: minimal, limited, 
substantial and critical. The 
country last saw a substantial 
threat level being downgraded 
to limited in November 2009. 

In its report released on 
Wednesday, the NCTV also 
said that the country continued 
to be viewed as a legitimate 
target by jihadists because of 
perceived discrimination 
against Muslims. 

The report specifically men¬ 
tioned anti-Islam far-right 
politician Geert Wilders, who 
received "negative attention in 
the Arab-speaking media be¬ 
cause of his plans to put Islam 
back on the political agenda." 

A Dutch court in 2011 ac¬ 
quitted Wilders on hate-speech 
and discrimination charges for 
making statements attacking 
Islam, including making a con¬ 
troversial anti-Islam movie 
and comparing the Koran with 


Hitler's "Mein Kampf." 

Local media reports this 
month said Wilders ranked 
fourth on an apparent extrem¬ 
ist death-list, recently pub¬ 
lished on the Internet. 

The flamboyant and outspo¬ 
ken politician lives under con¬ 
stant protection and his 
movements and private life are 
closely-guarded affairs. 

Earlier this week, Dutch 
public broadcaster NOS re¬ 
ported that around 100 Dutch 
citizens were fighting in 
Afghanistan, Somalia and, 
mostly, in Syria. 

Dutch police in November 
arrested three would-be ji¬ 
hadists on their way to Syria 
on charges of "preparing ter¬ 
rorist activities". 

Police seized knives, a 
sword, a crossbow as well as 
backpacks, farewell letters and 
a large quantity of jihadist lit¬ 
erature in the bust.

Extra pounds 
don't cancel 
benefits of 
quitting 
smoking 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Quitting smoking sharply re¬ 
duces the risk of heart disease 
— even if kicking the habit 
comes along with a few extra 
pounds, according to a long¬ 
term study. 

It’s no secret that those living 
in the throes of nicotine with¬ 
drawal can pack on extra 
padding in compensation. 
Likewise, extra weight has 
been linked to extra risk of 
heart disease. 

Nevertheless, the extra 
weight did not diminish the 
heart-healthy benefits of elim¬ 
inating cigarettes, especially 
among those without diabetes. 

The authors used data from 
a study in which thousands of 
participants have had a com¬ 
prehensive medical exam 
every four to six years for the 
last four decades. 

Focusing in on participant 
visits from the mid-1980s to 
the mid-2000s, they found, 
among more than 3,200 pa¬ 
tients, there were 631 "cardio¬ 
vascular disease events” — 
including strokes, heart at¬ 
tacks. 

In both participants with and 
without diabetes, the incidence 
of these "events” was strik¬ 
ingly lower for those who 
never smoked or had quit than 
among smokers. 

In an accompanying edito¬ 
rial, Michael Fiore and Timo¬ 
thy Baker of the University of 
Wisconsin School of Medicine 
and Public Health suggest doc¬ 
tors can use this new informa¬ 
tion to help encourage patients 
to quit. 

"About 50 percent of female 
smokers and about 25 percent 
of male smokers are ’weight 
concerned,’ which may dis¬ 
courage quit attempts and quit¬ 
ting success," they wrote.

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Shining red mice help 
Czechs fight bowel 
cancer, skin disease 


Church camp sex diploma 
shocks Swedish parents 


PRAGUE (AFP) - Injected 
with a fluorescent protein to 
make them glow bright red, 
laboratory mice are helping 
Czech scientists better under¬ 
stand the causes behind intes¬ 
tinal cancers and skin diseases 
while leaving the rodents un¬ 
scathed. 

A research group at the In¬ 
stitute of Molecular Genetics 
at the Czech Academy of Sci¬ 
ences is using proteins ob¬ 
tained from sea organisms like 
coral to light up mice and ob¬ 
serve cell development under 
their skin without having to 
kill them. 

"We can take the mouse 
every day and place it under a 
camera monitoring the light," 
the group’s head Radislav Sed- 
lacek told AFP Wednesday. 

"We can use it several times 


without killing it, and the data 
are very objective," he added. 

So-called transgenic mice 
have their genetic back¬ 
grounds switched through 
simple injections or with the 
use of stem cells. 

Sedlacek also plans to use 
glowing mice treated with sev¬ 
eral proteins at the same time, 
for a better monitoring of cel¬ 
lular processes. 

"The intestinal wall is very 
dynamic, you have different 
processes there, and you can 
monitor them by switching 
one colour on and another one 
off," Sedlacek added. 

Unlike traditional research 
techniques, this method does 
no harm to the mice if "we 
make sure the gene we insert 
does not harm another gene", 
Sedlacek said. 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - A 
"shagging diploma" given to 
youths at a Swedish Lutheran 
Church confirmation camp 
proved too much for parents 
who complained Wednesday 
that their 14-year-olds were 
too young for sex. 

After attending a course en¬ 
titled "Love and Sexuality", 
the teenagers in the southeast¬ 
ern town of Ronneby were 
given a certificate stating they 
were "qualified for sex". 

Vicar Mats-Ola Nylen said 
the course had been organised 
by a man purporting to come 
from the Swedish Association 
for Sexuality Education 
(RFSU), but the church later 
found out he hadn't worked for 
the organisation in years. 

Suspicions were raised after 
parents complained to Nylen 
about the certificates, saying 
their teenage children weren't 
ready for sex. 

They were also upset over 
the use of colloquial phrases 
like "giving someone a blow 
job". 

"The whole camp revolves 
around different aspects of 
friendships and relationships," 
Nylen told AFP, adding that he 
felt betrayed by the man, who 
wore a t-shirt from RFSU at 
the event which took place 
over the weekend. 

"In the past, young people 


have complained that the 
Church doesn't talk about 
these issues." 

The vicar had asked to lis¬ 
ten in on the session but had 
been asked to stay away by the 
man, who said having the 
vicar there would have had an 
"inhibitive" effect on partici¬ 
pants. 

Giving 14-year-olds a cer¬ 
tificate saying they were ready 
to "shag" was sending a mixed 
message, Nylen said. 

"Under Swedish law you 
don't have a right to engage in 
sexual activities until you're 
15," he noted. 

A spokeswoman for RFSU, 
Josefin Morge, said the organ¬ 
isation stopped using the sex 
certificates in 2007, and that 
they had been part of a cam¬ 
paign "not primarily geared at 
youths". 

Although the man no longer 
worked for RFSU, he had 
been hired on several occa¬ 
sions by the congregation with 
no complaints, said Pelle Ull- 
holm, head of RFSU's out¬ 
reach programmes. 

Young people who had 
more information weren't 
"necessarily sexually active at 
a younger age, but possibly at 
a later age," he said. 

The man who held the 
course was not available for 
comment.

NASA rover finds conditions once 
suited to life on Mars 



Technology to detect 
Alzheimer's takes 
SXSW prize 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Analysis of Mars rocks by the 
Curiosity rover uncovered the 
building blocks of life — hy¬ 
drogen, carbon and oxygen — 
and evidence the planet could 
once have supported organ¬ 
isms, NASA said. 

"A fundamental question for 
this mission is whether Mars 
could have supported a habit¬ 
able environment,” Michael 
Meyer, lead scientist for 
NASA’s Mars Exploration 
Program said. "From what we 
know now, the answer is yes.” 

At a televised press confer¬ 
ence, the NASA team said this 
is the first definitive proof a 
life-supporting environment 
had existed beyond Earth. 

"There are places we've sug¬ 
gested could be habitable, but 
we haven't measured there,” 
said Dave Blake, principal in¬ 
vestigator for Curiosity's 
Chemistry and Mineralogy in¬ 
vestigation. 


Curiosity, a six-wheeled 
robot with 10 scientific instru¬ 
ments on board, is the most so¬ 
phisticated vehicle ever sent to 
another planet. 

The sample was drilled 
from sedimentary bedrock in 
an area which previous re¬ 
search had shown to be an an¬ 
cient river system or lake bed. 

It was found to contain clay 
minerals, sulfate minerals and 
other chemicals. 

Based on the analysis of 
those chemicals, researchers 
were able to determine that the 
water in which the rocks were 
formed was of a relatively 
neutral pH — not overly salty, 
acidic, or oxidizing. 

"We have found a habitable 
environment that is so benign 
and supportive of life, that 
probably if this water was 
around and you had been 
there, you would have been 
able to drink it,” said John 
Grotzinger, a Curiosity project 


scientist from the California 
Institute of Technology. 

Although it is hard to con¬ 
firm an exact date, it was prob¬ 
ably at least three billion years 
ago, said Grotzinger. 

Researchers also noted that 
future rock samples will be 
needed to confirm these re¬ 
sults, because it is possible that 
residual carbon on the drill af¬ 
fected the analysis. 

But "the instrument is work¬ 
ing beautifully,” enthused Paul 
Mahaffy, principal investigator 
for Curiosity's Sample Analy¬ 
sis at Mars investigation. 

The team is already plan¬ 
ning out where and when to 
take the next rock samples, as 
well as planning out the rover's 
route to nearby Mount Sharp, 
where mineral analysis should 
help with dating calculations. 

The $2.5 billion nuclear- 
powered Curiosity has been 
exploring the planet's surface 
since its dramatic landing on 
August 6, for an anticipated 
two-year mission. 

Scientists do not expect Cu¬ 
riosity to find aliens or living 
creatures — and indeed, they 
said the rover does not have the 
capability to identify microbial 
life or fossils, even if they were 
present today. 

But the analysis of soil and 
rocks is aimed at finding evi¬ 
dence Mars may have sup¬ 
ported life in the past. 


AUSTIN (AFP) - Technology 
capable of diagnosing 
Alzheimer's disease long be¬ 
fore its symptoms appear won 
a coveted honor for innovation 
Tuesday at the South by 
Southwest (SXSW) festival. 

Neurotrack, which uses eye 
tracking to achieve a claimed 
100 percent success rate, took 
the health technologies category 
in the SXSW Accelerator com¬ 
petition as the festival's interac¬ 
tive segment drew to a close. 

"It a computer-based visual 
cognitive test that is able to di¬ 
agnose Alzheimer's disease six 
years before symptoms appear,” 
said Elli Kaplan, chief executive 
officer of the Richmond, Vir¬ 
ginia-based upstart. 

"Today the only way to diag¬ 
nose Alzheimer's is once full 
symptoms are in existence,” Ka¬ 
plan told AFP, "but that's years 
after irreparable damage has al¬ 
ready taken place.” 

Initial users of Neurotrack 
will be pharmaceutical manu¬ 


facturers to help them develop 
drugs to prevent, or at least slow 
the progression, of the most 
common form of dementia. 

But in time, Kaplan said, it 
will be rolled out to doctor's 
offices and research hospitals 
— and potentially, much fur¬ 
ther down the road, appear in 
the form of an app that indi¬ 
viduals can use as well. 

SXSW Accelerator is a 
showcase for up-and-coming 
news, social, mobile, web, en¬ 
tertainment, health and music 
technologies. One of its 2010 
winners, the voice recognition 
software Siri, now is a stan¬ 
dard feature in all Apple 
iPhones. 

Other winners Tuesday in¬ 
cluded the mobile advocacy 
app Phone2Action; Plotter, a 
social network for maps; mo¬ 
bile typing assistant Syntellia; 
Wanderu, a website for young 
budget travellers; and 
MakieLab, a 3D printing toy 
and game service.

Oil prices mixed after US data, 
demand downgrade, DOW..... 


LONDON (AFP) - Crude 
prices diverged on Wednesday 
following the release of US 
data including strong retail 
sales numbers and after a 
downgrade to a key oil demand 
growth forecast, analysts said. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in April slid 86 cents 
to $108.85 a barrel in late Lon¬ 
don deals. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate 
(WTI) light sweet crude for 
April gained 23 cents to $92.77 
a barrel. 

New York prices rose as of¬ 
ficial data showed US retail 
sales picked up sharply in Feb¬ 
ruary despite a payroll tax hike. 

Retail and food services 
sales climbed by 1.1 percent 
from January, the Commerce 
Department announced, much 
stronger than the 0.5-percent 
increase estimated by analysts. 

Gasoline sales at the pump 
jumped 5.0 percent, after a 3.6- 
percent rise in January, as 
petrol prices soared over the 
period. 

Elsewhere, the US Depart¬ 
ment of Energy said crude oil 
inventories rose last week in 


the world's biggest economy — 
by 2.6 million barrels, indicat¬ 
ing slack demand. 

the International Energy 
Agency (IEA) on Wednesday 
eased its global forecast for 
growth in world oil demand for 
the second straight month, un¬ 
derscoring the effects of uncer¬ 
tainty from the US budget 
talks, sluggish Chinese busi¬ 
ness activity and unemploy¬ 
ment in Europe. 

The Paris-based IEA, which 
is the oil monitoring and policy 
arm of the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD), esti¬ 
mated that demand for oil 
would total 90.6 million bar- 
rels/day this year, a cut of 
60,000 barrels from its forecast 
in February. 

The Organization of Petro¬ 
leum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) on Tuesday stood pat 
on its 2013 crude demand fore¬ 
cast, but raised its outlook for 
production growth by non- 
OPEC suppliers by 11 percent 
to 1.0 million barrels a day. 

It expects the growth by 
non-OPEC suppliers to come 
mainly from North America. 


The cartel, which accounts for 
around 35 percent of global sup¬ 
ply, expects global demand of 
89.7 million barrels per day in 
2013, up 0.8 million from 2012. 

The US Energy Information 
Agency on Tuesday lowered its 
forecast for the average WTI 
and Brent prices this year. 

It projected the Brent price 
would fall to an average $108 a 
barrel this year from $112 last 
year. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average set a new record clos¬ 
ing for the seventh straight day 
Wednesday as US stocks regis¬ 
tered small gains. 

The Dow added 5.14 points 
(0.04 percent) at 14,455.20, 
also its ninth straight day of 
gains. 

The broad-based S&P 500 
added 2.03 (0.13 percent) at 
1,554.51, while the tech-rich 
Nasdaq Composite edged up 
2.80 (0.09 percent) to 3,245.12. 

Stocks gained support from 
a report of stronger-than ex¬ 
pected retail sales in February, 
which grew 1.1 percent from 
January, though partly due to 
higher gasoline prices. 


Apple CEO ordered to testify in 
e-books case 


NEW YORK, March 13, 2013 
(AFP) - A judge on Wednesday 
ordered Apple's chief execu¬ 
tive Tim Cook to testify in a 
case brought by the US gov¬ 
ernment accusing the tech 
giant of conspiring to raise e- 
book prices. 

Federal Judge Denise Cote 
issued the order after a tele¬ 
conference with attorneys 
from Apple and the US Justice 
Department. 

She said the government 
may take a deposition from 
Cook, which could be used in 
a trial, overruling objections 
from the company. The order 
said Cook must testify "for the 
reasons stated on the record at 
the teleconference," without 
elaborating.

Each of the publishers set¬ 
tled with the government, 
agreeing to cease any special 
deals with Apple for e-books. 

US officials allege the price¬ 
fixing scheme was aimed at 
ending a discounting effort by 
Amazon, which sold most e- 
books at $9.99 until Apple's 
new pricing plan was forced 
on the retail giant.

Libya to invite bids 
for oil concessions 
in 2013 


TRIPOLI (AFP) - Libya plans 
to invite bids from foreign 
firms for oil concessions by the 
end of 2013, Oil Minister Ab- 
delbari al-Arussi told AFP on 
Wednesday, adding that Tripoli 
wants to increase its OPEC 
output quota. 

Arussi reported "strong de¬ 
mand" from oil majors seeking 
to work in Libya, "a promising 
country with large surfaces 
which have not yet been ex¬ 
plored, both on land and at sea." 

Libya's last energy conces¬ 
sions, the fourth in the coun¬ 
try's history, were granted in 
2007 for natural gas explo¬ 
ration. 

The minister also said that 
Tripoli plans to request a hike 
in its OPEC production quota, 
from the current level of 1.5 
million barrels per day to 1.7 
million bpd. 

"We will ask for an addi¬ 
tional quota at the next OPEC 
meetings... Our aim is to reach 
1.7 million bpd," he said, 
adding that initial talks with the 
cartel have already started. 

Arussi said Libya needed the 
extra funds to finance post-war 
reconstruction following the 
2011 revolution which toppled 


Moamer Kadhafi. 

Libya's oil output was re¬ 
duced to almost zero with the 
departure of foreign companies 
and experts during the revolu¬ 
tion, but it has since almost re¬ 
covered to its pre-war level of 
1.6 million bpd. 

Hydrocarbons account for 
more than 80 percent of 
Libya's GNP and up to 97 per¬ 
cent of its exports. 

"Our priorities are, firstly, to 
maintain the current production 
level through regular mainte¬ 
nance and developing oilfields, 
and then security," the minister 
told AFP. 

.Arussi said Libya also plans 
to increase its oil refining ca¬ 
pacity and to develop petro¬ 
chemical industries that 
generate jobs. 

Arussi said it would be in 
charge of refinery projects, the 
development of petrochemical 
industries and the modernisa¬ 
tion of the Zawiyah refinery in 
western Libya and expansion 
of those in Tobruk and Sarrir, 
to the east. 

A refinery is to be built in the 
southern region of Sabha to 
meet the region's fuel demands, 
he said.

Argentina's Bergoglio is first 
Latin American pope

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Argentina's Jorge Bergoglio, 
elected yesterday to lead the 
world's Roman Catholics, is a 
humble rail worker's son who 
became a Jesuit priest and 
who is seen as true to his 
working-class roots. 

At 76, Bergoglio — Latin 
America's first pope — still 
has a reputation as an ascetic 
despite his archbishop's robes. 
He rides clattering city buses, 
makes his own meals and is 
famously accessible. 

Bergoglio's choice of the 
papal name Francis, also a 
first, was seen as a highly 
non-traditional choice as it 
honors a saint known for 
stressing humility. 

The name is in line with his 
reputation, and he is seen in 
Argentina as ideologically 
mainstream, while his Society 
of Jesus is regarded as being 
among the most progressive 
Church institutions, espe¬ 
cially in education. 

Sergio Rubin, religious 
writer for the Buenos Aires 


newspaper Clarin, said that, 
like Pope John Paul II, 
Bergoglio is "conservative at 
the level of doctrine, and pro¬ 
gressive on social issues." 

For example, he has hit out 
sharply at the International 
Monetary Fund and at mod¬ 
em market capitalism. 

Even so, Rubin acknowl¬ 
edged that Bergoglio's rejec¬ 
tion of liberation theology 
remains controversial among 
left-leaning Argentines and 
Catholics. 

Those who know him de¬ 
scribe the Archbishop of 
Buenos Aires and primate of 
Argentina as a shy, softly- 
spoken man who shuns high 
society. 

He was born December 
17, 1936 to a rail worker who 
emigrated from northern Italy 
and a housewife. 

The new pontiff went to a 
state-mn school and studied 
to become a chemical techni¬ 
cian. 

When he graduated at 22, 
he joined the Jesuits and took 


a degree in philosophy. He 
followed this with theology 
studies and was ordained in 
1969. 

He was only 36 when he 
was named to lead Ar¬ 
gentina's Jesuits, a job he held 
for six difficult years under 
the country's military dicta¬ 
torship. 

Bergoglio battled to pre¬ 
vent Jesuits from joining the 
liberation theology move¬ 
ment, which drew many of 
the continent's Catholic 
priests into political activities 
challenging right-wing gov¬ 
ernments. 

His spokesman Guillermo 
Marco recalled that he issued 
a simple order: "Maintain the 
non-politicization of the Soci¬ 
ety of Jesus." 

Bergoglio's position was in 
line with that of John Paul II, 
who after becoming pope in 
1978 directed a campaign to 
repress liberation theology. 

In the 1980s Bergoglio 
studied for a doctorate in 
Freiburg, Germany, after 
which he returned to become 
a parish priest in Cordoba. 

His ascent in the Catholic 
hierarchy began when in May 
1992 Pope John Paul II 
named him assistant bishop of 
Buenos Aires. By 1998 he 
was archbishop of Buenos 
Aires and, three years later, a 
cardinal. 

His reputation grew among 
bishops after he stepped in to 
produce the final report of the 
Church's October 2001 Synod 
when New York Archbishop 
Edward Egan was prevented 
from the task by the Septem¬ 
ber 11 terrorist attacks. 

A great student of writers 
Jorge Luis Borges and Fyodor 
Dostoyevsky, he rises at 4:30 
am and is known to have little 
social life. Unlike most Ar¬ 
gentines, he goes to bed at 
9:00 pm.

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NBA: Bobcats beat Celtics, Heat rip Hawks 
to stretch win streak to 19 games, while 
Howard sparks Lakers 


CHARLOTTE (AFP) - Ger¬ 
ald Henderson scored a ca¬ 
reer-high 35 points, going 
12-of-12 in free throw at¬ 
tempts, as the Charlotte Bob¬ 
cats snapped a 10-game losing 
streak on Tuesday by beating 
Boston 100-74. 

Ben Gordon added 17 
points and Josh McRoberts 
contributed 13 points and 10 
rebounds for Charlotte, which 
had not won since February 
19. 

Jeff Green and Jordan 
Crawford each netted 14 
points for the Celtics while 
Brandon Bass and Avery 
Bradley each added 10 points. 

The Celtics, who rested 
playmaker Paul Pierce for the 
night and had only five points 
from star big man Kevin Gar- 
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nett, have lost two of three 
meetings with the Bobcats 
this season. 

The Bobcats, who had the 
worst season winning per¬ 
centage in NBA history last 
season, also have the worst 
record in the NBA this sea¬ 
son, at 14-50. The Celtics fell 
to 34-29. 

While in Miami- Dwyane 
Wade scored 23 points while 
FeBron James added 15 to 
spark the defending NBA 
champion Miami Heat to their 
19th consecutive victory in a 
99-81 rout of the Atlanta 
Hawks on Tuesday. 

The Heat matched the 
fourth-longest single-season 
win streak in league history, 
trailing only the 20 in a row 
by Milwaukee in 1970-71, 
Houston's 22 in a row in 
2007-08 and the Fos Angeles 
Fakers' record run of 33 from 
1971-72. 

Miami also matched the 
record for the longest win 
streak by a defending NBA 
champion, a 19-game run by 
Boston in the 2008-09 cam¬ 
paign. 

Wade contributed six as¬ 
sists and five steals while 
James added seven assists and 
seven rebounds on a night 
when he made only 3-of-11 
shots from the field as the 
Heat won a 15th home game 
in a row, improving to 30-3 at 
home this season. 

The Heat, 48-14, have not 
dropped a home game since 
losing to Chicago on January 
4. But Miami will embark 
upon a five-game road trip 
that starts on Wednesday at 
Philadelphia and includes 
stops in Milwaukee, Toronto, 
Boston and Cleveland. 

Wade said the Miami 
bench is a major factor in sus¬ 
taining the win streak. 

The Heat scored 27 points 
off a season-high 24 Atlanta 
turnovers and never trailed in 
producing the 14th double¬ 
digit victory margin in the 


team's record run. 

Miami, the only NBA team 
to clinch a playoff spot and 
also the only team to have 
beaten every other NBA team 
this season, led the Hawks by 
as many as 22 points. 

Josh Smith led Atlanta with 
15 points but the Hawks, 34- 
29, have dropped eight con¬ 
secutive meetings with the 
Heat. 

And in Orlando- Dwight 
Howard scored a season-high 
39 points and grabbed 16 re¬ 
bounds to lead the Fos Ange¬ 
les Fakers over the Orlando 
Magic 106-97 in a homecom¬ 
ing game Tuesday against his 
former NBA club. 


Howard also matched his 
own NBA record for free 
throw attempts in a game with 
39, sinking 25 of them while 
hitting 7-of-13 shots from the 
field as the Fakers improved 
to 34-31 in their fight for a 
Western Conference playoff 
berth. 

Magic supporters who once 
cheered Howard booed him 
throughout the game as Or¬ 
lando players deliberately 
fouled him at times, sending 
Howard to the free throw line 
where his success rate is lack¬ 
luster at best. 

In January of last year, 
Howard went 21-of-39 at the 
charity stripe against Golden 


State to break an old NBA 
mark of 34 free throws in one 
game that Fakers legend Wilt 
Chamberlain had held for half 
a century. 

During eight seasons with 
the Magic, Howard was a 
three-time NBA Defensive 
Player of the Year, a six-time 
All-Star and in 2009 he led the 
Magic to the NBA Finals. He 
averaged 18.4 points and 13.0 
rebounds during his stay in 
Orlando. 

Howard was traded to the 
Fakers in a four-team 
"Dwight-mare" deal last sea¬ 
son and the Magic have re¬ 
vamped the roster this 
season, falling to 18-47.

Baseball: US, Dominicans 
to play for semis berth 
after wins 


Boxing: Reinstated Chisora set 
for comeback fight 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
heavyweight Dereck Chisora, 
involved in a well-publicised 
brawl with former world 
champion David Haye last 
year, is set for a return to the 
ring after being reissued with 


a boxing licence. 

The Londoner was stripped 
of his right to fight following 
the incident at a news confer¬ 
ence after he unsuccessfully 
challenged Vitali Klitschko 
for the WBC heavyweight 


title in Munich in early 2012. 

But the British Boxing 
Board of Control has now re¬ 
instated the Zimbabwean-born 
fighter and he is lined up for a 
comeback fight against an un¬ 
named opponent on April 20. 




MIAMI (AFP) - The star- 
studded United States and 
Dominican Republic lineups 
advanced to a showdown 
today for a semi-final berth in 
the World Baseball Classic. 

David Wright blasted a 
three-run double and drove in 
five runs to power the US 
team over Puerto Rico 7-1 
while Robinson Cano home- 
red and scored the winning 
run as the Dominicans rallied 
to edge Italy 5-4. 

Wright, who has knocked 
in a Classic-best 10 runs so 
far, expects the Dominicans 
to be the toughest squad the 
US has yet faced, with many 
of them familiar rivals from 


years as rivals and teammates 
in Major League Baseball. 

Both teams have some¬ 
thing to prove in this event. 
The powerhouse Dominicans 
were ousted in the 2009 first 
round while the Americans 
have never reached the Clas¬ 
sic final, falling in the second 
round in 2006 and in the 
2009 semi-finals. 

Two-time defending 
champion Japan and the up¬ 
start Netherlands, with plenty 
of talent from the Dutch An¬ 
tilles, have already qualified 
for the March 18-19 semi-fi¬ 
nals in San Francisco from 
the second-round group in 
Tokyo.
